Arguments for and against the passage 
of the Public Welfare Commission's charter 
amendment bill, now in the hands of the 
legislation committee of the House of Dele- 
gates, were heard by the committee on 
Thursday morning. | 

A report on tbe bill at Friday night's 
meeting of the House has been promised 
by Chairman Charles F. Kelly. Mr. Kelly 
also expresses himseif favorably toward the 
measure. 

Harvey L. Christie represented the non- 
partisan commission on public welfare at 
Thursday's hearing. Remarks averse to the 
bill, or to certain features of it, were made 
by Attorneys M. McKeag and John B. 
Dempsey and by 8. L. Moser, a single tax 
advocate. 

Only two members of the legislation com- 
mittee, Delegates Burke and Fontana, were 
in their places at 10:30 o’clock when the 
hearing was scheduled to commence. When 
\Chairman Kelly arrived a few minutes be- 
fore 11 o’clock the hear'ng was opened with- 
out waiting for Delegates Troll ana Ober- 
beck. the remaining members of the com- 
mittee, who came later. 

Mr. Christie said that the proposed 
amendments contained three principal fea- 
tures, relating, respectively, to street con- 
struction, sewer construction and taxation 
for public buildings. . 

‘The intention is not,” Mr. Christie said, 
“to immediately levy a heavily increased 

or public buildings, but merely to 
2 Ay it possible for the people to vote for 
uch expenditures without being hampered 
Sy the lack of general revenue, as at 
resent.

Lord Russell Pleads Guilty 
and Receives Sentence. 


TRIGD BY THE HOUSE OF PEERS

“THREE MONTHS AS FIRST-CLASS 
MISDEMEANANT.” 


Unique Trial by the Upper House of 
the British Parliament Sitting as 
Court and Jurors, No Mem- 
ber Befng Under Oath. 


LONDON, July 18.—Ear!l Russell, ar- 
raigned at the bar of the House of Lords 
today for trial on the charge of bigamy, 
pleaded guilty after lengthy arguments 
were made by his counsel against the juris- 
diction of the court and. was. sentenced to 
three months’ imprisonment as a first-class 
misdemeanant. 

The trial was carried on with all the 
quaint middle-age ceremonies. The argu- 
ments lasted one hour. Both. the Earl and 
Countess Russell (Mrs. Somervilile),through 
their counsel, pleaded they did not know 
they were doing wrong, but had acted on 
the best legal advice obtainable in Ne- 
vada. 

The peers reached their decision after 
consideration of the case lasting 20 min- 
utes. 

Under English law a peer has the right to 
demand a trial on any charge of the iaw's 
Violation by the House of Lords instead of 
by a court and jury. 


Unique Trial by 
the House of Peers. 
One of the peculiarities of a trial by the 
House of Lords is that the jury.of peers is 
not sworn in. They all have the privilege 


of attending the trial, from the junior 
barons to the princes of the royal house, 
but, although the roll of the peerage is 
called, not one of this general nel of no- 
bility is under obl. gation to make oath that 
he will pass judgment on the facts with a 
mind free from bias or prejudice. When 
the case is closed each peer rises and ‘pro- 
nounces his verdict, not under oath, but 
“upon my honor.’’ No member of the panel 
is chalienged by prosecution or defense, 
and there is no retirement of the jury for 
consultation over the verdict. The roll of 
the peerage is called, and each-delivers his 
verdict. Unanimity, moreover, is not requi- 
site. Gullt or innocence is established by a 
majority vote, and there can be no dis- 
agreement of the privileged jury. The ma- 
jority necessary for conviction does not 
need to be large, much less é6verwheiming. 
@ verdict can be everr if a 
strong miriority, much less a single obsti- 
rate peer, be in favor of an acquittal. 


In Every .Court 

in the Land. 

Lord Russell has been before every court, 
civil and criminal, in the realm—from the 
police court up to the House of Lords. 

His divorce suit went through every civil 

tribunal until it was adjudicated upon by 
the House of Lords Appellate Court. 
In the same way the charge of bigamy 
has caused him to be arraigned before 
every court of criminal! jurisdiction—the po- 
Itce court, the Old Bailey and now the High 
Court of Parliament. 

For 10 years past the English courts have 

been busy with the affairs of the earl and 
countess. The year after their marriage 
the countess, who was Mabel: Scott, sued 
for divorce on the ground of cruelty. The 
case resulted in a scandal and a verdict 
of ‘‘costs,’’ amounting to $25,000, for the 
countess. 
Later her mother, Lady Scott. was con- 
victed and imprisoned for libeling the éar] 
and the countess convicted of Tiveling a 
master of Bath College. 

In 1896 the countess sued for a restora- 
tion of her mg ~> rights, retracting her 
former charges. She was defeated. In 1896 
she went on the stage. 

Matrimony had proved so stormy an af- 
fair for the ear! that many persons thought 
he should have won the suit for divorce 
which he subsequently brought. He failed 
in this, however, and later obtained a di-

TWO LEADING STORES BURIED 


Supporting Walls Had Been Weakened 
by Changes Being Made in 
the interior. 


GRAND RAPIDS, Mich., July 18.—With a 
crash that roused residents for biocks 
around, the four-story Luce bufiding at the 
corner of Monroe and Ottawa streets col- 
lapsed at 2 o’clock this morning, doing 
damage estimated at $250,000. 

Half an hour after the building was lev- 
eled fire broke out in the great heap of 
debris and caused considerable damage be- 
fore it was extinguished. 

The building was constructed in 1856 and 


had long been regarded as unsafe. Recent 
interior improvem nts have necessitated re- 
moving some of the supporting walis and 
— is believed to have caused the acci- 
ent. 

Friedman Bros.’ dry goods and depart- 
ment store and C. F. Blickey’s crockery 
and glaseware store, located in the bui:d- 
ing. were completely wrecked. Had the ac- 
cident happened during business hours the 
loss of life would have been heavy, as 
Friedman's was one of the largest stores 
in the city. 

The only person injured was Lieut. John 
Connor of the fire department, who fell 
from a ladder and sustained internal inju- 
ries that may be fatal.

Conditions as to Crops Are Improving 
in Parts of Kansas and Central 
and Western Missouri. 


WASHINGTON, July 18.—Rains are grad- 
ually relieving the drouth in the stricken 
sections of the West and Southwest, but 
not enough rain has fallen to materially 
change the condition of crops. 

In the past 40 hours the most extended 
area of rainfall was in Kansas, extending 
southeastward from Topeka to Wichita. 

Light rains in limited areas have fallen 
in southeasterr Texas, western Arkansas, 
southeastern Kansas, southeastern Ne- 
braska, over the greater portion of the Da- 
kotas and Minnesota, in northwestern 
leowa, central and northeastern Missouri, 
central and southern Illinois, central Indi- 
ana, southern Michigan and central and 
southeastern Ohio. 

The temperatures continue excessively 
high over lower Missouri, Mississippi and 
lower Ohio valleys, and from centra Texas 
northward, over Oklahoma, Kansas and Ne- 
braska. 

INDIANAPOLIS, July 18.—Heavy storms 
swept Indiana last night. There were hail- 
storms about Columbus, Kokomo and 
Union City, which cut cornfields to pieces. 
In other sections benefit to the crop is re- 
ported. The state statistician s office today 
estimates the damage to the Indiana corn 
crop in the past month at only 5 per cent.

EVAN OGAN SUES RAILROAD.

The plants‘ at Apollo, Scottdale, Salts- 
burg, Duncansville and Monessen are 
still running as usual. At Monessen the 
steel hoop mill men, who came out on 
Monday, are holding a meeting today 
and making efforts to get the tin work- 
ers to join the strike. The latter met 
last night and the meeting, which was 
participated in largely by the workers, 
decided not to take part in the strike if 
the management would secure them prop- 
er protection in case of necessity. 

Dispatches report that the hoop mill 
workers at Duncansville held a_ secret 
meeting yesterday and decided to remain 
at work. President Shaffer stated today, 
however, that he had received a tele- 
gram saying: “Shall we come out? Let 
us Know."’ And he replied that. if they 
were organized to come out, as they were 
needed. He thought it likely they would 
come out today. The plant is known as 
the Portage Iron Works and employs 
about 900 skilled. and unskilled men. 

The tinhouse workers are all at work 
at the Humbert plant of the American 
Tinplate Co., at South Connellsville, 
but the Amalgamated men are out. 


EFFECT OF STRIKE ON TRADE 


CLEVELAND, O., July 18. — The Iron 
Trade Review this week will say: 

“Contrary to predictions the threatened 
Strike of the Amalgamated Association has 
comg and that organization has closed all 
the union mills of the American Tinplate 
Co., the American Sheet Steel Co. and the 
American Steel Hoop Co., in addition to 


three mills of the last-named compan 
heretofore nonunion. Neither side now of- 
fers any compromise, and as surrender 
need not be expected without a test of en- 
durance, there is no room for predictions 
of early settlement. 

“The first effect looked for, though not 
yet in evidence, is a scarcity of tinplates 
and sheets. The nonunion plants of the 
sheet company and the independent mills 
have been crowded for weeks and there is 
little or no chance to expand except as the 
independent works may be able to draw 
on the ranks of the strikers and organige 
triple turns, 

‘“Tinplate production is reduced nearly 90 
per cent by the strike and only a small 
fraction of the remaining 10 per cent is 
available for the market. The shutdown of 
all the American Steel Hoop Co.'s mills but | 
one creates a famine in hoops and cotton 
ties, reduces the output of bars. The cot- 
ton tie mill of the American Steel and 
Wire Co., in Cleveland, will be started at 
once. 

“Altogether, plants have a yearly capacity 
of about 1,600,000 tons, or about 20 per cent 
of the entire furnishing capacity of the 
United States Steel Corporation are in- 
volved in the strike. 

‘There is already a slight advance in the 
price of bars as a result of the strike and 
advances that may be sharp may be looked 
for in sheets and tinplates. Jobbers have no 
stocks to speak of, and independent sheet 
mills have two to three months’ business 
on hand, so that consumers will feel 
promptly the pinch of the shutdowns. An 
accumulation of steel and of Bessemer iron 
will be realized at once In central western 
plants, and already the steel market is an- 

cipating this condition. 
aheoaations below $24 Pittsburg are now 
announced, and independent finishing mille 
will have the double advantage of lower 

rices on steel and a higher market for fip- 
shed material. Meatime, independent fur- 
naces are at sea as to the demand upon 
them, in the seoond half of the year and 
there is introduced into the ore situation 
another element of uncertainty.

CELL OPENED TOCUPID 


ANTHONY KOCH WAS WEDDED TO 
HIS OWN WIFE. 


ALSO DIVORCED FROM FIRST 


He Compromised With Mrs. Koch No, 
1, Who Took a Divorce and Left 
Him With No. 2&. 


CHICAGO, July 18.—By wedding his own 
wife, Anthony Koch today brought to an 
end a series of trouble that for some time 
had kept him prisoner at the county jail. 
The groom, who had twice before been 
married was escorted from his temporary 
prison to Judge Holdom’s courtroom by 
the best man, a fat bailiff, and the bride 
was accompanied by her brother. 

A charge of bigamy brought Koch his 


troubles, but a few days ago when he faced 
the judge he compromised with his first 
wife, buying her claim upon him for $300. 

“You see it was the only way out of th 
mess,"’ said Koch to his best man. : 
paid her just a little under a dollar for 
every pound she weighs to go back to Burf- 
falo and cut me out of her recollection. 
When she came to Chicago with her 350 
pounds and opened prosecution against me, 
there was nothing for me to do but take 
refuge in jail until I could fix things up.”’ 

Judge Hoidom was trying a murder case 
Monday when Koch was brought in. The 
prisoner was told that, while he was in 
jail for bigamy, he was to be defendant in 
a divorce suit, and that the case was to 
be heard then and there at the instigation 
of his first wife, formerly Mrs. Margaret 
Schmaltz, to whom he was married in 
Black Rock, near Buffalo, N. Y., 20 years 
ago. Acordingly all adjourned to the 
judge’s private room, where the divorce 
hearing was begun. 

The first Mrs. Koch was called to the 
chair, but the chair was too sma!! for her. 
Therefore she dropped upon the judge's 
leather couch, causing its owner no little 
apprehension. Her testimony was brief. 
She told of her marriage and the desertion 
by Koch ll years afterward. 

Koch offered no sound defense and his 
only excuse for abandoning his spouse was 
that she was growing too unw eldy. He 
said, however, that he was willing to com- 
romise with her and she readily accepted 

is offer to pay her to return to Buffalo 
and forget all about him. 

This was agreeable to the second Mrs. 
Koch, who weighs less than 100 pounds and 
who regarded her predecessor curiously. 
The evidence showed that the second mar- 
riage of Koch was contracted with Miss 
Burns of 23 Crossing street, Jan. 3, of this 
year, and that the ceremony was performed

t DAYTONSTREET | 
| POLICE COURT 


A new code of judicial ethics now pre- 
vails at the Dayton Street Police Court. 
The author is Acting Judge Jeff W. Pol- 
lard, whidse theories of justice are not cal- 
culated to comfort the soul of the chronic 
law-breaker. 

Here are some of the rules which the 
judge enunciated Thursday morning: 

Any man who works and shows me that 
he is supporting or helping to support a 
family will not go to the workhouse if he 
is convicted of peace disturbance. 

Where the offense is repeated after 
leniency has been shown this rule will be 
reversed and the offender given severe pun- 
ishment. 

A prisoner who has appeared in this court 
more than once during the past year will 
receive the full limit of the law.

turn to New York. The only response 
Strong made was to demand that $10,w0 
held in trust for him be sent him by tele- 
raph.

er in trust to his father, the late mayor. 

The conduct of Lady Hope as the ship 
was about to sail attracted the attention of 
evedyone on the deck and on shipboard.

BE RELIEVED 


Interesting Talk With Prof. 
Bell. 


MAIN FAULT IN BUILDINGS 


CONDITIONS IN OUR HOMES 
SHOULD BE CHANGED. 


Dwellings May Be So Planned as to 
Protect From Cold in Winter and 
Alleviate the Heat in 
Summer. 


WASHINGTON, July 18.—While the peo- 
ple of every section of the country have 
been suffering from the effects of one of 
the hottest spells ever known, Alexander 
Graham Bell, inventor, traveler and scl- 
entist, has been considering the perfecting 


of an invention which will dispel! the heat 
and furnish relief to suffering humanity. 

“That people should die from the effects 
of heat in their own homes and offices, 
said Mr. Bell in an interview upon the 
subject, “is as much a reflection upon the 
inventive genius of the American people as 
though they were to die in their own 
houses from cold. The invention of means 
of rapid transit has stopped invention rela- 
tive to the cooling of houses. Every man 
who can afford it simply travels to a cooler 
place during the hot weather, and those 
who cannot are left to their fate.”’ 

Mr. Bell believes that the main fault Hes 
in the defects of architectural science. He 
believes that G@wellings can be planned 
which will afford protection not ony 
against the cold blasts of winter, but also 
against the effects of caloric energy in the 
summer. His idea of house construction is 
one open at the top to permit the free es- 
cape of hot air, and closed at the bottom 
to prevent the egress of cold air. In his 
opinion, it is a mistake to close the open- 
ings of the windows at the top of the house 
and open the bottom, for then, he con- 
tends, the cold air leaks out at the bottom 
and the heated atmosphere having no route 
hee escape at the roof remains in the buijd- 
ng. 
in the course of an interview upon the 
subject; Prof. Bell said: ‘I notic in the 
papers one morning week the announce- 
ment that 313 deaths and 672 prostrations 
from heat occurred during 24 hours in three 
of the large cities. This indicates that 
throughout the country thousands of people 
were prustrated, and that there were many 
hundred deaths. They have been reported 
on a wholesale scale, and it obvious that 
the passage of a heat wave across the con- 
tinent causes as much death, and probably 
more suffering than a great battle. Mor- 
tality from every cause is increased large- 
ly because of the enervation of the human 
system. The sum total of disaster is prob- 
ably vomputation, and it is largely pre- 
ventable., 

“In what way?” he was asked. 

“It's true we cannot control the weath- 
er outside, but why cannot we control the 
weather inside our own houses an? of- 
fices?’’ he rejoined. ‘“‘What wou'd we say 
were hundreds of peopie to be frozen to 
death in their own houses during every 
cold snap? Would it not be obvious that 
the remedy would be in the hands of the 
people? s it not equally obvious that 
where hundreds die during every hot wave 
the remedy is the converse—to cool the 
houses? As we have furnaces in base- 
ments to heat houses in cold climates, so 
should we have refrigerating plants in the 
attics to cool dwellings in warm climates. 
The houses themselves would need to be 
changed. They are all oven below to al- 
low the circulation of air, and windows 
and doors are generally thrown wide open, 
£0 that should cold air be poured into them 
from above it would run out below like 
water from a sieve. 

“You. might produce a Niagara of cold 
air rushing down from above, and it would 
have comparatively little effect in cooling 
the house if it escaped below. Houses 
might be tight below. The hot air in the 
lower part of the house must be displaced 
by cool air. Introduce cold water into a 
tumbler of warm water, in any way you 
like, and the cold water will displace the 
warm and drive it out above, so long as 
the tumbler is tight. But let there be a 
hole in the bottom of the tumbler and the 
cold water will rush out of that opening, 
and if any water remains in the tumbler 
it will be warm. The necessity is for a 
house airtight below and open above. 

*“Deat and prostrations during the 
assage of hot waves are not due direct- 
y to the heat at all. The prostrations 
are not due so much to the heat of the 
atmosphere as to its humidity. A dry 
hot wave hurts no one. From the ‘torrid 
zone to the arctic there is hardly any 
variation in the blood temperature in man. 
If man were given the problem of preserv- 
ing a fluid at a constant temperature the 
whole year round it would be a difficult 
gprs Nature has solved it by provid- 
ng a means for the heating and cooling 
of the blood so as to keep it substantially 
at a constant temperature, under all! ordi- 
nary conditfons of heat environment. In 
ie | poremratey System a means is pro- 
vid for ie the body, and conse- 
quently the blood, but the evaporation of 
water brought to the surface of the skin 
through multitudinous pores. Without 
evaporation there is no copling. The ra- 
padity of evaporation depends upon the 
dryness of the air. When great humidity 
exists, and the hot air is filled with aqueous 
vapor nearly to the point of condensation, 
the body may be wet with perspiration, but 
evaporation will not take place. 

“Hence the enemy is not heat, but mois- 
ture. The amount of aqueous vapor in the 
air has more to do with deaths and pros- 
trations than elevation of the temperature. 
“It should be possible for man to cool or 
dry the internal temperature of his house 
to any extent. It is more important that 
the house atmosphere should be dry than it 
should be cool. in order that the perspira- 
tion of the body may be allowed to evap- 
orate. Cooling the internal air of the house 
alone wou'd not do it. for then we increase 
the humidity of the contained atmosphere. 
People in hot countries agitate the interna] 
air by means of punkah. We adopt the 
same method by rotary or other fans. Fans 
of any sort depend for their effect upon the 
dryness of the air. When we consider what 
we should do to render our houses com- 
fortable during hot waves like the present 
it is of first consequence that we should | 
dry the air. The character of our clothing | 
is also of importance. It should promote 
evaporation of moisture from the skin. It 
should be porous, absorb the moisture and 
bring it to the outer surface of the cloth- 
ing to be evaporated. It would be aetil] bet- 
ter to have no clothing at all, but this our | 
civilization would not permit. | 

Mr. Bell was asked to sum up his ob- | 
servations. 

“During oppressively hot weat 
kind we have been experiencia » 
said, “It is advisable to fill cur houses with 
cool, dry air and to agitate the air. There 
should be free exit into the atmosphere 
above and escape below should be ob- 
structed or prevented. The open tumbler is 
the ideal. A tank of liquid air in the upper 
part of the house would, by its evapora- 
tion, cool the lower part of the house or 
the entire dwelling, if there were no escape 
below. There is a great future for liquid 
air in this application, if it can be pro- 
duced cheaply. The cost of the necessary 
ylant would probably be prohibitory to tn- 
ividuals, except in the case of the wealthy, 
but p company with the ;

Hollander and he struck up an acquaint- 
ance, however, on Monday, and later Bruce 
was introduced to Mackey. Hollander, wo 
had traveled extensively and was a good 
conversationalist, impressed Bruce greatly 
and the three were soon exchanging conii- 
dences. 

When the purser asked for volunteers for 
an entertainment in celebration of ind:- 
pendence Day Lieut. Bruce said he would 
assist. His name appeared on the pro- 
Kram as foliows: 

Recitation—‘‘Tennyson's Revenge’’ 
Lieut. 

Hollander and Mackey congratulated him 
and the three cemented their friendship in 
several bumpers. Tnen Mackey propooed 
a game of “banker and bro«er.’’ Hollander 
sa.a he did not care to play and Bruce sa.d 
he did not know ihe game. 

Hollander kindly taught him how to play 
and on Wednesday, when the game again 
was proposed, Bruce said he woulu take a 
chance. He lost. After much deliberation, 
he went to Capt. Waiker and complained.

“and I can’t afford to lose it.”’

“Yes, we had a small game,” admitted 
Hollander. 


“A small game of piracy,’ roared the 
captain. ‘“‘Now see here, sir, you wiil either 
return the money to me which you won 
from Bruce or I will put you in irons, and 
when we reach New York I will turn you 
and your rtner over to the police. I 
have the photogvaphs of both of you and 
I will forward a copy of each to tne 
Rogue's Galiery of the police of this coun- 
try and the other side. I will also have 
your pictures put aboard every Cunard 
steamship of e line.”’

This ap- 
propriation was conditioned upon the ex- 
penditure ofan equal amount by the city. 

The bill took no account of the large sum 
which the city has already expended in this 
work, but required a fresh expenditure by 
the city. 

Health Commissioner Starkloff and City 
hemist Teichmann recently reported to 
ayor Welle and City Counselor Schnur- 

Macher that the collection of samples of 

Mississippi water made last year for the 

city’s use in its case before the United 

States Supreme Court was not as complete 

eae it should be, and that the collection of 

further samples was desirable. 

Dr. Teichmann, it was stated, had found 
that a part of the samples of water had 
been rendered valueless by the prevalence 
of heavy floods at the time when they were 
taken.

HATCHING 20,000 EGG 


CAPACITY OF THE GREATEST OF 
POULTRY FARMS. 


COVERS EIGHTY - TWO ACRES 


The Food Is Prepared in Kettles That 
Can Cook a Thousand Gallons 
ata Time. 


DALLAS, Pa., July 18.—This little village 
has what is probably the Jargest poultry 
farm in the world. The Meadow Brook 
Farm, situated a short half. mile from the 
railway station, covers. eighty-two acres 
of ground. The building and yards of this 
immense plant cover over thirty-five acres 
and the amotint of floor space under roof 
amounts to a little more than 112,000 square 
feet. It is lighted by electricity, heated by 
steam and watered by a system of pipes 
which are fed by an immense living well 


on the premises. 
The business of the plant consists of sup- 


plying young ducks and chickens to sum- 
mer hotels, clubs, restaurants, steamship 
lines and market deaiers who cater to the 
best trade ot the big cities. Eggs are aiso 
furnished in large quantities tor the table 
and tor hatching purposes. The pian of 
conducting such an immerse business is &2n 
interesting one. 

The incubator building contains 50 large 
incubators, each ho.ding 40 eags. The to- 
tal capacity of the incubaturs in use is 
20,000 ewes. It takes 21 aays for a chicken 
to hatcn in these machines and 28 days for 


a duckiing to come through. If all the ma-

COMPANY CUTS OFF BELLE- 
VILLE’S WATER PRESSURE. 


CITIZENS HAVE NO RECOURSE 


Ancient Fire Fighting Machines Are 
Rigged Up for Use in Case 
of Emergency. 


In the circuit court chambers at Belle- 
ville ldte Wednetday afternoon Judge B. 
R.* Burroughs’ of Edwardsville heard the 
application of the private water consumers 
of Belleville for ah injunction against the 


Belleville ‘Deep’ Well Water Co., restrain- 
‘ing it from shutting off the water supply 
| and suspending operations of its plant. 

The bill on behalf of the private con 
‘Sumers was sworn to by Adam Ehret of 
the Enterprise:Foundry Co., and the con- 
sumers were represented in court by At- 
torneys C. W. Thomas and Fred B. Mer- 


rills. 

The water company was represented Lg 
Nathan Frank of St. Louis and M 
Bordens of Belleville. 

During the hearing of the application the 
Mecuit courtroom was crowded to its ut- 
most capacity by manufacturers, business 
men and other private consumers, an evi- 
dence of how deeply interested the citi- 
zens of Belleville are in the water issue. 

After hearing the arguments of the coun- 
sel in the case, Judge Burroughs rendered 
his decision, granting the private consum- 
ers a tempvrary injunction, which, it is be 
lieved by both parties to the suit, wili be 
mach permanent at the final hearing of the 
CAse. 

In giving his detision Judge Burroughs 
said that the injunction did not hold 
against the water company in its refusal 
to furnish the city with water or fire pres- 
sure, and that the order of the court left 
the water company free to act at its pleas- 
ure ip furnishing water and fire pressure to 
the city of Belleville. 

Attorney Frank then announced in open 
court that the water company would posi- 
tively refuse to furnish the city with wa- 
ter and pressure during fires, and that in 
case of fire the company would order its 
pumping station closed down during the 
time thereof. 

Under the decision of Judge Burroughs 
and announcement of Attorney Frank 
Belleville is left practically without fire 
protection.
